We read inthe 31ſt. of Deuteronomy, that 
when Moſes had made an end of writing 
the Words of the Law in Þ a Book, untill 
they were finiſhed, That He comman- 


ded the Levites which bore the Ark of the + 


Covenant of the LORD, ſaying, Take 
this Book of the Law, and put it in the ſide of 
the Ark of the Covenant of the Lord your God. 
( And we may reaſonably judge, that the 
reſt of the Canonical Books, when written, 
were alſo here laid up ) Beſides the King 
was to keep a Copy for his own uſe, 17. 
Deut. 18. And the Priefts that were to ex- 
pound the Law muſt needs have Copies 
of it themſelves : So in an ordinary way 
it might be preſerved by multitudes of 
Copies, ſome of which might eſcape in 
the hands of good and pious Men, in Ido- 
larrous Times. Whence it will follow, 
Thar we have no reaſon to think that the 
Book of the Law, which was loſt for a 


by Hilkiah, and by him given to Saphan 
the Scribe,who carried it to King Fofiah, was 
the only Copy of the Law that was pre- 
ſerved, 2 Kings 22.8. 

During the Captivity, thoſe Books which 
were already written, were undoubtedly +: 
the 


great while, and after the Caprivity Spin | 
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the hands of the Prophets and Prieſts, ſome 
of whom, as Feremiah and Gedaliah ſtaid 
in their own Land ; others, as Daniel and 
his Companions, were Carried away Cap- 
tives: And we are ſure that Daniel had ' 
theſe Books, and our of them gathered 
the number of Years the Captivity was to 
laſt, 9 Dan. 2. where it 1s thus written, þ. 
viz. In the firſt Year of Darins, the Son of 
Ahaſuerus, of the Seed of rhe Medes, &c. ] 
Daniel underſtood by Books, the number of 
Years, whereof the Word of the Lord came tg 
Jeremiah the Prophet, that he would accom- 
pliſh Seventy Years in the Deſolations of Jeru- 
ſalem. 

Foſephus ſaith, That Cyrus was moved to 
reſtore the Fews by reading the Propheſy 
of Iſaiah, where it is foretold 210 Years 
before his time, that he ſhould be raiſed 
up for that Work. 

After the Captivity theſe Books were 
kept in a great number of Copies, of which 
every Synagogue had one at leaſt. In this 
interval, Prolomy PhiladeIphus procured 
the Tranſlation of the Seventy, the authen- 
tick Edition of which was kept in the fa- 
mons Alexandrian Library, about the Year 
of the World 3465. As for the Books of 
Moſes, they were in one entire Volume 
long before the Captivity ; and it is pro- 

| I 3 bable, 


with them. 

After the Captivity the Jewiſh Hiſtori- 
ans relate, that the great Synagogue, ( cf 
which Ezra was Pretident, and at which 
Haggai, Zecuariah, Malachi: and Nehemiah 
aflilted ) compiled the Books of the Old 
Teſtament, as we have them now divided 
into three parts, and as they continued in 
onr Saviour's time z (who himſelt: refers ro 
the Old Teſtament as confiſting of the Law 
of Moſes,the Prophets, and the Plalms)and of 
each of theie three parts rhey appointed 
ccrtain Sections to be read in their Syna- 
g0gues every Sabbath day. 

Now that their Collection contained 
the ſame Books the Old Teſtament now 
conliſts of, ( 22 in number ) 1s clear from 
Foſephus contra Appicnem,quoted by Euſebius. 

That theſe Books were kept with a Re- 
ligious Care, we have the celebrated Te- 
ſtmony of Phil» the Few, who wrote a 
little after the Aſcenſion of Chriſt ; who 
faith, That a Jew wenld rather ſuffer an hun- 
dred Deaths, than allow the leaſt alteration 
#n one Letter of the Law. And Buxtorf tells 
us in his Comment, Maſoreth. Of their 
particular care, in numbring the very Letters 
of every Book, In 
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bable, that the reſt af the divinely inſpi- | 
red Pſalms and Propheſtes that were writ- ' 
ren before the Captivity, were laid up ' 
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| In the next place, our bleſſed Saviour's 

miracles were ſo numerous, ſo openly 
performed, and before ſo many thouſand 
Spectators, both of the Fexs and other 
= Nations, of which many were his impla- 
cf cable Enemies, who wanted neither Lear-

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I my ſelf have ſeen and praftiſed many / 
ſtrange Experiments of other kinds which | 
I chink not ar all convenient here to pub- 
liſh: And look upon it as an effect of 
God's wonderful Providence, Mercy and 
Goodneſs, that the Books which Solomon 
wrote concerning Plants and Herbs, were 
concealed from, or at leaſt nor made com- 
mon or publick in, future Ages. And that 
ſeveral Experiments, which ſome later and 
learned Aurhors ( ſuch as Paracel/us, Agrip- 
pa, and others, have publiſhed .cro the 
World, ) have either been miſunderſtood, 
or nor at all believed. 

As for the Miracles done by Moſes, there 
are two things very conſiderable and worth 
our notice. 

Firſt, though the Magicians, by the 
Devil's aſſiſtance, did in appearance, turn 
the Rods into Serpents, and Warer into 
Blood, and bring up Frogs upon the Land 
of Egypt ; yet it is manifeſt that they were in 
no wiſe able to undo Moſes's Miracles, or 
to remove any of the Ten Plagues, which 
would certainly have been a moſt accepra- 
ble Service to K. Pharaoh, who had ſo much 
a do to bring his hard and ſtubborn hearr 
to intreat Moſes to beſeech the Lord his 
God, for the ſpeedy removal of the Frogs, 
the Flies, the Hail, and the Locuſts. 

| Again, 


Again, it is no leſs obſervable, That the 
Magicians counterfeited no more than twe 
or three of Moſes's Miracles; and when they 
attempted to proceed, they were forced to 
deſiſt and confeſs it was the power and Fin- 
ger of God: Neither was the Devil, with all 
his Magick-Arrts, able to help them to pro- 
duce ſo vile and deſpicable a Creature as 
a Lowſe; or to give them afterwards a 
Receipt to cure their Boils and Blains 
which Moſes had fixt upon their bodies, fo 
thar they were no longer in a condition ro 
ſtand before Pharaoh and his Servants ; nei- 
ther do we hear any more of their ap- 
pearance in all thoſe Tranſattions; where- 
as Moſes went on triumphantly with hisd 
Miracles, till he had ſafely landed all the 
Iſraelites on the other fide of the Red-Sea, 
and left Pharaoh, and all his Hoſt over- 
whelmed with the returning Waters, and 


become dead Carkaſtes. 
Refleftons. 


If God ſhould permic real Miracles to 
vouch diabolical Delufions, or indeed, ſuffer 
any of the Devil's Magick-Arts to ſtand in 
competition with his own Almighty works 
upon ſuch extraordinary Occaſions, of 
either revealing, or confirming any new 
Truth or Doctrine, it would ſoon over- 
throw 
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throw Chriſtian Religion: But we always 
fd the contrary throughout. the Holy 
SCripTures. 

Pharaoh's Magicians were ſoon pur to 
filence : Their Rods were ſwallowed up 
by Aaron's Rod: They were at a Non-plus 
in producing a Loſe; and at laſt were 
forced ro withdraw, and Gilappear with 
ſhame and diſgrace. 

The prieſts of Baal, though they cut 
and mangled their fleſh with ſharp knives, 
and from morning to Evening made bit- 
ter Cries, were not able to bring down 
Fire from Heaven upon their Alrars. 

The Sorcerer E!/ymas, was, by St. Paul, 


ftrack blind at Szlamis and St. Peter more 


than once publickly baffled the famous 
Sorcerer Simon Magus. 

So that whatever was done by Pharaoh's 
Magicians ( which is one of the moſt re- 
markable Inſtances of the Devil's power 
and Enchantments) or whatever was at 
any time after done by any of his Sorcer- 
ers, does not in the leaſt derogate from any 
of our bleſſed Saviour's Miracles, or the 
Miracles afterwards performed by 'any of 
his Apoftles or Diſciples, which did im- 
mediately prove on both his, and their 
Teſtimony to be Divine; And conſequently 
were an abſolute Confirmation of our 
Saviour's 
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Saviour's being the true Meſſias, and ſent 
by God bimflf from Heaven for. the 
Redemption of loft ſinners, and opening 
the Kingdom of Heaven to all Be- 
levers. ; 

This Argument of Miracles was urged 
by Chriſt himſelf, ( who certainly knew [| i 
beſt the force of it ) againſt the Secrbes, 
Phariſees, and unbeliving Fewes: And he 
did acknowledge, that it he had nor done 
thoſe things which no other Man on Earth 
could do, they might have had a fair ex- 
Cuſe for their Unbelief. 

In the time of Tiberius, ( ſays Joſephus, a 
Few by Nation, and of a contrary Profeſ\- 
ſion, and wrote his Hiſtory about 86 years 
after Chriſt ) 

There was one Jeſus, a wiſe Man ( if it be 
Y lawfull to call bim a Man) who was a 
F Worker of great Miracles, and a teacher of 
| ſuch as love the Truth, and had many, as 
well Jews as Gentiles who clove unto him : 
This was Chriſt, and when Pilate, upon his 
being acculed by the Men of our Nation, | 
bad ſentenced him to be Crucified, yet did 
not they who had firſ# loved him, forſake 
him ; for he appeared to them the Third Day 
alive again ; according to what the Prophets, 
divinely inſpired, had foretold concerning 
him: As they had done an innumerable 
number 
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' number of wvery ſtrange things beſides, and 
even to this day, both the Names and ſort 
of Perſons called Chriſtians ſo named from 

' him, do remain. . 

To which Atteſtation of Foſephus, were 
it neceſlary, might be added great 
numbers of Teſtimonies from ancient 
Writers. | 

I muſt needs acknowledge, That our 
bleſſed Saviour's Apoſtles, though the 
greateſt part of them were poor 
men, of low Birth, ſmall Fortune, and 
mean Education, were by the Spirit of 
God, endued with the wonderful Gift of 
ſpeaking ſtrange Languages, and other 
miraculous Powers, that ſo they might be 
better enabled to diſperſe the Goſpel into 
many remote Countries, as they after- 
wards did: Namely St. Peter in Sicily, 
Britain and Africa, as likewiſe at Antioch 
and Rome. St. Andrew in Galatia, Bithi- 
nia, and all along the Euxine Sea: St. Fames 
in Spain, Britain and Ireland. St. Fohn in 
Aſia, and other parts of the Eaſf. St Bar- 
tholomew in India. St. Thomas among the 
Parthians, Medes, Perſians, Carmans, Hircans, 
Bachtrians the Aſians, Ethiopians and Indi- 
ans. Simon the mw in Egypt, Syrene and 
Africk. St. Jude in the Cities of Arabia. 
St. Matthias in Cappadocia. St. Mark in 
Alexandria. 
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 Fuſt did ſtay at Jeruſalem, yet probably 
he might have ſome. Canverts of almoſt 


all Nations, who frequently reſorted to | 


that City, Parthians, Medes and Elamites, 
Dwellers in Meſopotamia, Cappadocia, Pon- 
tus, Aſia, and divers other places. 

To all theſe may be very well added 
St. Paul, who though he was none of the 
Twelve, yer he was not the leaſt of the 
AgoHcs ; and having received his Com- 
miſſion from Chriſt himſelf in a Viſion, 
left Damaſcus, and preached the Goſpel at 
Antioch, Seleuſia, Cyprus, Pamphilia, Iconium, 


Lyſtra, Piſidia, Galatia, Macedonia, Samo- | 


thracia, Neapolis, Theſſalonica, Berea, Athens, 
Corinth, Epheſus, feruſalem,Illiricum,$clawonia, 
Troas and Rome. 

Yet notwithſtanding all this, it was im- 
poſſible that theſe poor Men ſhould, at the 
ſame time, carry on any private Defign 
of their own, being all of them ſent forth 
as Lambs among Wolves, and foretold 
by their own Maſter(whom all, but Fudas, 
had ſeen ſcourged, Spit on, and crucified 
berween two Thieves, ) that they ſhould 
be perſecuted and hated of all Nations for 
his Name fake, and the Goſpel, ( which 
yer at their peril they were to preach and 
publiſh ) and after all forts of _—_ 
an 
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and cruel Uſage, ſhould ſuffer ſhameful 
and ignominious Deaths, which they all 
did, as ancient Hiftorians aſſures us, St: John 
( Chrift's beloved Diſciple ) excepted ; 
neither had he eſcaped, as one of them 
tells us, had God permitted the Cauldron 
of burning Oil, into which he was thrown 
by Domitian's Order, to put an end to his 
life. | 

As for St. Peter, he, for baffling Sim 
Magus, was, by the Command of the 
Emperor Nero, crucited: at Reme with his 
Head downwards. 

St. Andrew was at Patra, a City of Achaia 
{ by the Proconful's Order, firſt ſcourged, 
(ſeven Lifors ſucceſlively whipping his 
naked Body ) and then tied ( not nailed ) 
to the Croſs, to prolong, his Torments, 
and was two whole days betore he ex- 
pired. 

St. James was beheaded in Jeruſalem by 
Herod Agrippa, Son of Ariſtobulus, and 
Grand-child to Herod the Great, in whoſe 
Reign Chriſt was born. 

St. Bartholomew Was firſt flead alive, and 

then crucified at Albanople in Armenia. 
Sr. Matthew is ſaid to be Martyred at 
Naddaba in Ethiopia. 

St. Thomas ſuftered Martyrdom at Mali- 

pur, in the Kingdon of Cormanded, Oo 
y 
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by the Brachmans, he was firſt loaded 
with ſtones and Darts, and then run 
through with a Launce. 


St. Fames the Leſs was thrown down i 


from a Pinnacle of the Temple. 

Simon the Zelot is {aid to have ſuffered 
great Cruelties in Britain, and then to be 
crucihed by the Infidels. 

Fude ſuffered Martyrdom in Perſia, for 
rebuking the Superſtitions of the Magz. 

St. Matthias, as is conjectured, was 
crucified by the barbarous people of Cap- 
padocia. by, . 

St. Mark was ſeized on by the Alexan- 
drians, at the celebration of their God 
Serapis, Where they dragg'd him by the 
legs over rugged and uneven ways, till his 
, fleſh was torn, his blood waſted, his Spirits 
decayed and his bleſſed Soul expired. 

To theſe may be added the cruel Uſage 
of St. Paul and St. Luke. 

St. Luke was by the Infidels hang'd on 
an Olive Tree in Greece. 

St. Paul was, by Nero's command, be- 
headed at 4que Salve, about three Miles 
from Rome, for having converted one of 
the Emperor's Concubines, ſo that ſhe 
utterly refuſed any further compliance 
with his wanton deſires. 


One 
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One man in an Age may throw away 
his Life, on purpoſe to get himſelf a 
Name, and be famous as Eroftratus, who 


| ſer on fire the Temple 'of Epheſus, or 


Ravillac, who ſtabb'd a King of Fraxce : 
But for all theſe Apoſtles, and many 
chouſands of their Diſciples and Converts 
ro throw away their Lives, and thereby * 
to purchaſe nothing but ignominy and 
diſgrace, ( for alas!. they were accounted 
as the Scum of the Earth, and the Of 
ſcouring of all things) it can never fo 
much as enter into the Thoughts of any 
Man of Reaſon or Senſe. 

Beſides, there were hardly ever commit- 
ted in the World, any kind of notorious 
Crimes, or treacherous Deſigns contrived, 
but at ſome time or other, they-were diſco- 
vered, by one or more of the Crimi- 
nals: But ler the ableſt Hiſtorian in 
the World, ( if he can ) produce a 
real Inſtance of any of the Apoſtles or 
Martyrs, among ſo many\chouſands ( poſlt- 
bly Millions ) whoſe cruel Sufferings for 
the Faith of Feſus, made them openly 
recant, or confeſs themſelves guilty of any 
fraudulent PraCtiſes, or ſetting up a falſe 
Worſhip to deceive all Nations. 

| Aﬀer all this, rell me, ye fooliſh and 
perverſe Atheiſts, Who has bewitchr you 
K to 
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to build your Tabernacles of Happineſs 
' upon ſuch ſandy Foundations, or to {ell 
your immortal ſouls ro the Devil at fo 
Cheap and eaſy rates? 

I have yet one queſtion to ask of certain 
Perſons, who are rightly ſtiled Modern Sad- 
duces, and that is, For what Reaſon they deny 
the ReſurreCtion ? Or why they ſhould at all 
doubt God's Ommnipotence ? Or once imagine, That 
He ho made all things our of nothing, ſhould 
not be able, when ever he pleaſes, out of ſome- 
thing to make any thing ?

If that be true which ſome have related 
of the Phenix, ( a thing I would rather | c« 
believe, than undertake to diſprove fince | ap 
there are fo many ſtrange things to be Se 
found among the Works of the Creation ) 
It is a wondertul Type of the Reſur- 
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In Arabia ( ſay they ) there is a certain 
Bird called a Phenix, of which there is 
but one at a time, and that one lives 
goo Years; and when the time draws 
near that it muſt die, it makes it ſelf a 
Neſt of Frankincenſe and Myrrh, and o- 
ther Spices, into which, when its time is 
fulfilled, it enters and dies; but its Fleſh 
putrifying, breeds a certain Worm, which 
being nouriſhed by the Juice of the dead 
Carcaſs brings forth a new Phenix, and 
when it is grownrto a perfect Age,it takes up 
the Neſt, in which the Bones of its Parent 
lie, and carries it from Arabia into Egypr, 
to a City called Heliopolis, and flying in 
open Day, in the ſight of all Men, lays 
it on the Altar of the Sun, and 1o returns 
into the Country from whence it came: 
This done, the Prieſts make ſearch into 
the Records of Time, and find that it re- . 
curneth at the end of 500 Years. 


Whether this Report be true or no, ſure 
I am, that nothing can be too hard for 
the Almighty.

theſe Apothecaries to make uſe of it in 
their phyſical Doſes, Potions, or other- 
wiſe, and to adminiſter it to as many 
hundreds of their Patients, and cach of 
thoſe Patients to void the fame, or any 
part of it, by ſtool and thoſe ſtools ro be 
carried away by the Scavengers, into ſome” 
common place, and there mingled with 
the Ordours of ten Thouſand other Per- 
ſons, and from thar place taken up by the 
Salt-Peter Men and converted into Gun- 
powder, and that Powder ſhot away into 
the Air. 

Give me leave to tell thoſe unbelieving 
Sadduces, ( my life for theirs ) that the Al- 
WB mighty God, and Maker of Heaven and 
Earth, is able to recall every Particle,

I muſt needs acknowledge, That the 
Disbelief of a future Reſurrection, is no 
{mall encouragement to either Atheiſt or | 
Libertine, to go on in his fin with great 
preſumption : For if the Dead rife not, 
our Faith is altogether vain ; And if this 
Corruptible ſhall never put on Incor- 
ruption, nor this Mortal, Immortality ; 
then gO to, Let us Eat, Drink andbe Merry, 
or to Morrow we die. 

There are ſom who fſatisfe themſelves, 
thar God is ſo merciful, and fo juſt in his 
Judgments, that he will never puniſh finite 
Sins with everlaſting Puniſhments, but 
ſuch Men little think how miſerably they 
deceive themſelves, while they aſcribe 
leſs Power to the Almighty Maker over 
his Creatures, than an ordinary Potter has 
over his Clay and earthen Veſſels: Beſides, 
thar in the Goſpe] Diſpenſation there are 
propos'd to Fallen Mzaz two things, which 
7ery well counterballance one the other, 
both as to Time and Meaſure; namely, 
on the one fide Eternal and inexpreſlible 
Happineſs; and on the other, endleſs and 
unſpeakable Miſeries. Now, if the Sin- 
ner do voluntarily, ard with deliberation 
chooſe the laſt of theſe,Volenti non fit Injura, 

he 
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he has his choiſe and defire, and has no 
reaſon in the World ro complain of any 
hardſhip, much leſs of any Irqury done to 
him, ir being a greater Mercy to grant 
Eternal Life upon a bare Repentance and 
Believing, during our earthly pilgrimage, 
than it is a Severity to inflict eternal Tor- 
ment, for continuing in actual Sin, for the 
very ſame term of time. 

The Author of Leviathan will, by no 
means admit of a Local Hell, or indeed of 
2 Local Heaven : For the firſt of which he 
has no better Reaſon than this, ( truſting 
to hisown skill in Geometry and Staticks ) 
that ir cannot be either in the Cavity of 
the Earth, or any other body of the like 
magnitude hanging in the expanſe; for- 
aſmuch as in any circumſcribed Bodies 
there cannot be included a Bottomleſs-Pir, 
which, in ſacred Stile, is ſometimes called 
Hell : Whereas if he had conſidered, that 
our Antipodes tread as heavy on the ſuper- 
ficies of the Earth, and carry their Bo- 
dies as upright towards Heaven, as any of 
us ; and that ſhowres of Hail and Rain in 
calm Weather, fall upon any part of this 
Terreſtial Globe dire&tly rowards the 
Center, in a ſtraight line ; He might very 
eaſily have judged, that this Globe of 
Earth hanging in the expanſe, by nothing 
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bur the Almighties Woxd and Power, has 
its own proper Center, as all other Bodies 
of the ſame or greater Magnitude have ; 
and conſequently, that if underneath there 
were a great Cavity, and that Cavity fil- 
led with a fluid body of Fire and Brim- 
ſtone, the convex Superficies of that glo- 
bular fiery Lake, would in every part of 
it be the uppermoſt, and the parts adjoin- 
ing to its Center would be the loweſt, 
and probably the Bodies of damned Re- 
probates being thrown into this Lake, 
would ſomerimes float upon it, and ſome- 
times plunge to and fro in it : But Toraſ- 
much as the Center of this globular Lake, 
' would be bur an imaginary point, thoſe 
Bodies would plunge and move to and 
fro within it in Szeculs Seculorum, without 
finding any ſolid Fulcrum, or firm Bottom ; 
neither could the moſt learned Philoſo- 
phers, or skilful Geometricians in the 
whole World, be ever able, by contem- 
plating all their Lives, the Dimenſions of 
that fiery Laxe, and its Center of Gravity, 
to make any other thing of it then truly 
and properly a Bottomlelſs-pit. 

And if thoſe learned Men ſhould. allow 
in that Caſe, the ſhell of this Terreſtial 
Globe to be no more then 17 or 18 hun- 
dred Yards in thickneſs, and then compute 
how 
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how many cubick Yards and Feet would be 
contained within its concave Superhcies, 
they would perhaps find room enough; 
and to ſpare, for all the Bodies of Human 
Reprobares, from the firſt Creation to this 
preſent time, and for ſome Thouſands 
of Years to come. As for the Devil and 
his Angels, if above fix Thouſand of them - 
were crowded into the body of one Gada- 
rene, a few thouſands of cubick yards 
might very probably contain all his Infernal 
Legions: And as for the Bodies of Human 
Reprobates, they being once Spiritualiz'd, 
may, for oughr any Man knows, be preſ- 
:d into a much leſs compaſs, than ours 
that are of a groſler ſubſtance. 

Beſides all this, who knows whether 
the Confinement of both Devils and Re- 
probates, within a ſmall compaſs and ngr- 
row ſpace, may not rather augment and 
encreaſe, than any way leſſen or diminiſh 
their everlaſting Torments.

From being ſhut up, with the Devil 
and his Angels in that dreadful and 
bottomleſs pit; and from ſo near a con- 
jundion with thoſe infernal Finds and 
Puries in the Blackneſs of Darkneſs, 
Good Lord deliyer us. And 
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And methinks our Saviour's making fo 
often mention of a Lake of Fire and Brim- 
ſtone, ſhould ſtrike all Atheiſts and Liber- 
tines with as great a dread and fear, as the F 
Hand-writing on theWall,did of old Belſhaz- | 
zar : When they do but confider what vaſt 
quantities of fulphureous Matters have 
been caſt out of the gaping Orifices of 
Mount etna and Veſuvins in Sicily and 
the Kingdom of Naples ; and what horrid 
Noiſes, (as Travellers report) have been 
ſometimes heard our of thoſe burning fiery 
Furnaces,like the howlings and skreeches of 
ſome miſerable living Creatures: Efpecial- 
ly that prodigious Lake of burning Brim- 
ſtone, which a few Years ſince ( if we 
may believe Gazetres) was vomited out 
of one of thoſe Mountains, and like a 
mighty Torrent, run along upon the 
es and ſo into the Sea, a whole 
League in length before it was extinguiſh- 
ed. 
For my own particular, if it were law- 
full co make ConjeEtures in matters of that 
conſequence, I ſhould be apt to believe, 
that the Sun, were a Body much more 
convenient for that purpoſe ; foraſmuch as 
Firſt, It is a Body greater than the Bo- 
dy of the Earth, by many Degrees, as is 
plainly demonſtrable by Ecclip/es. 
Secondly 
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Secondly, We 'have reaſon to believe 
from Sacred Writ, that at the End of the 
World, there will be no further uſe of the 
Sun's light. 

Thirdly, According to the Opinion of 
the beſt, and moſt accurate Aſtronomers 
of latter Ages, the Sun is placed in the 
very Center of the World, (howeverin the - 
Holy Scriptures that are written, as is 
ſuppoſed, ad captum wulgi, it is expreſſed 
otherwiſe ) And therefore muſt be, of all 
other Bodics, the moſt infernal, and then 
one would think that place is moſt likely 
ro be Hell, which is furtheſt off from 
Heaven. 

Fourthly, If the Rays of the Sun, which 
are ſent out from its lucid body at a vaſt 
diſtance, being contracted here below, and 
with the help of parabolical and eliptical 
Figures, become in their Focus much hot- 
ter, and ſooner melt down Gold and Silver, 
than any Culinar, or indeed, any chymical 
Fire, How great muſt we then imagine 
the heart of that fiery Globe to be, in its 
own proper body,efpecially if the Sun were 
darkned, and its glowing Rays turned in- 
wards; and thoſe few Spots which we difſ- 
cern on its ſuperficies, were multiplied rill 
they ſhould become an entire Cover, and 
be made the Blackneſs of Darkneſs for ever 
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and the body of the Sun made a fluid and 
eternal Fire by God's Almighty Power, 

And now if all theſe things ſhould be | 
fo, the Hiſtory of Abraham, Dives and | 
Lezaris would not be extream difficulr to 
be explained by Interpreters. | 

Tf Fefefcopes help us to diſcover un- 
known Stars, of different Lights: If ſpea- 
&ing-Trumpets, or cloſe Pipes, may be ſo 
made, as to conveighWords ſeveralLeagucs: 
And if Stephen's mortal Eyes could look 
from Earth into Heaven, and there ſee 7e- 
fws ftanding, at the diſtance of, no Man 


knows how many Mvriads of Miles, Þ 
how eaſy had it been for the Maker of all 


things, by his Almighty Power, firſt to 
tranilate the Bodies of Dives and Lazarus, 
after they were dzad and buried, (as well 
as thoſe of Enoch and Elias, before they were 
interr'd ) the one to Heaven and the other 
to Hell? And afterwards ſo to clear up all 
the Mediums between Heaven and the Cer.- 
ter of the World, as that the immor- 
taliz'd Eyes of Abraham and Dives might 
plainly ſee one another's Perſons and 
Poſtures, and their Ears might hear each 
other's Voices at as great a diſtance, as the 
length of the Semidiameter of the whole 
Univerle. 
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Bur here I muſt put the Reader in mind, 
that, in truth, all theſe things are meer 
Conjeftures, And far be it from ſuch a 
poor Worm as I am, to be the Broacher 
of new Opinions, in Matters ſo far above 
the reach of my own Underſtanding and 
Conception : For, I muſt ingenuouſly 
confeſs once more, That I am loſt in 4 - 
Labyrinth of Thoughts, and ſhould I go 
on further, but a few ſteps, I ſhould loſe 


both my Reaſon and Senſes, and never be 


able to finiſh this ſmall Treatiſe. And 
therefore all I ſhall here add, is to befeech 
all Libertines to take heed and beware, 
how they turn plain Scriptures into meer 
Metaphors, or make a derifion of the true 
Tophet, or Vally of Hinnon; leaſt one day 
they hear the dreadful Voice, Go ye Curſed 
into the place of Torments, Where the Worm 
of Conlliencs never dies, where the Fire 
thar burns is never to be quenched, nor 
the Body that is burning never con- 
ſumed.

open the Kingdom of Heaven to all Be- 
lievers; in giving us Food and Rayment, 
and all the good Things of this Life; and

To anſwer all which Love and Kind-

He will as certainly allay our Sufferings 
with thar inward peace, and thoſe ſpiritual 
Comforts, that neither the World can 
give us, nor the worſt of eur Enemies can 
ever take from us, and therefore we muſt 
be careful never to attempt, or ſeek ro

deliver our ſelves from ſuch like dangers, 
by any unlawful or indire& means; for- 
aſmuch as in ſo doing, we utterly forfeit 
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God's more powerfal aid and aſſiſtance. 

If we are in want either of Spirituals 
or Temporals, we are to truſt and rely 
upon Him, for a ſeaſonable and plentiful 
ſupply of both kinds: He having graci- 
outly promiſed to give the Holy Spirit to 
thoſe that ask Rim, 11 Luze. 13, Ard as 
tor bodily wants, thoſe who truly ſerve 
and fear him, are aſſured, that they ſhall 
want no good thing thart is fit for them,

7. To Honour Him, and to pay a due 
Reverence and Reſpect ro whatever imme- 
diately relateth to His Worſhip and Ser- 
VICE. 

To have no other Gods beſides Him, 
whether Idols made with hands, or thoſe , 
of our own beloved Lufts. 

Not to take His holy Name in vain in 
our ordinary Diſcourſes ; much Ks to 
prophane it with wicked Oaths, bitter 
Curſes, or horrid Blaſphemies. 

To pay a due Reſpe& to the Miniſters |, 
of His Word and Sacraments, and never to 
* defraud them of their Dues and Mainte- 
nance, Which is in effe&t to rob God of his 
Tythes and Offerings, and to comnnit the 
higheſt Sacriledge. 

To keep holy His own Day, ( and in- 


deed all other Days folemnlyglet apart for 
| & 6 his 
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His Worſhip and Service ) not following 
our own Ways, nor ſpeaking our own 
Words, nor thinking our own Thoughts, 
much leſs going ro Church ro hear News, 
or to make Bargains with our Neigh- 
bours, ( as the: cuſtom of ſome is) and fo 
ro make their Fathers houſe a Houſe of Mer- 
chandize; or elſe to obſerve and reflect up- 
on each others Dreſſes; and which is 
much worſe than all this, ro employ a 
great part of the time in Whiſpers, Slaun- 
ders and Back-bitings ; or elſe in wanton 
Looks, laſcivious Glances, or amorous 
Courtſhips, and fo to turn the Houſe of 
Prayer and Supplications into a Scene of 
Pride and Vain-glory, Slander and Calum- 

»ny,Laſciviouſneſs and wanton Behaviour. 

Laſtly, ro come to the Lord's Table, 
with due preparation, and a ſincere Inten- 


tion' td renew .our Covenant made with | 


him in Bapri/m,: then to receive with all 
Humility and Thankfulnefs thoſe bleſſed 
Pledges of Eternal Life and Happineſs. 

8. To be meek and lowly, and to have 
a very mean Opinion of our ſelves, which 
is the only Soveraign Remedy againſt 
Pride and Vain-glory ; and the beſt Expe- 
dient we can make uſe of throughout the 
whole Courſe of our Lives, for the con- 
quering ourgunruly Paſſions, and ſubdu- 


ng 
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ing our inordinate AﬀeCtions. And this we 
muſt do, unleſs we intend to make God 
our profeſt and open Enemy ; and what 
the iſſue and end of that will be with o0b- 
ſtinate Offenders, the following Texts will 
ſoon inform and ſatisfy us, 16 Prov. 18, 
Bride goeth before Deſtruttion, and an haughty 
Spirit befere a Fall, Again 16 Prov. - 
5. Every one that is proud in Heart, is an 
abomination to the Lord, and though hand jcin 
in hand, he ſhall not be unpuniſhed. Ne- 
buchadnezzar was in his time, for ought we 
know, the greateſt King upon Earth, and 
yet for his Pride was driven from among 
Men, to dwell and feed with the Beaſts of 
the Feild. 

'9. To be modeſt and chaſt in all our 
Actions, Words and Thoughts, and nor 
to ſpend the flower of our Age, and the 
choiceſt part of our Lives in Chambering, 
Wantonnelſs, Adultery, Fornication, and 
all Uncleannefs ; and to pull down many 
grievous and heavy Judgments upon our 
own heads. ” 

10. To be Temperate in all things, that * 
is to ſay, in- our Eating and Drinking, and 
not ſquander our precious Time, throw 
away our Eſtates, and ruin our Families, 
moſt ſhamefully waſt ſuch quantities of 
God's good Creatures, as might relieve 


great 
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great numbers of indigent Perſons, pre- 
Judice our own Healths, beger Quarrels 
and Contentions, and many times thorten 
our days, and bring our ſelves to untimely 
Ends; and which is worſt of all, forfeit 
our precious and immortal Souls, by Glut-| 
tony and Drunkenneſs, and all manner gf | 
Riot and Excels. "| 

: To be temperate- in our Sleep, which | 
was ordained by God, for the refreſhment 

of our frail Bodies, that fo they might nor i} * 
be wearied out with continual Tojl and [Rt - 
Labour, and that we might be.enabled from [tt 
time to time, .to perform ſuch Duties, as | 
Religion, or Works of our Calling require 
of us. And foraſmuch as ſome Conftitu- | 
tions require more than others, evefy 
Man muſt be governed by his own Ex- 
3 perience; for whoever does not limit 
himſelf, does not only waſt his precious 
time, bur alſo injures his Body, and makes 
it a very ſink of Humors, and ſubject to 
ſundry Diſeaſes and Diſtempers. 

To be moderate in our Recreations, 
awhich are ſometimes neceſſary both for 
the Body and Mind; always provided that 
they are ſuch as neither diſhonour God, 
injure our Neighbour, take up roo much 
of our time, or divert our Minds from 
our more receſlary Imployments ; in the 
number 
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number of which lawful and uſeſul Recre- 
ations, Can very hardly be reckoned the 
ſitting up whole Days and Nights at Cards 
and Dice, and immoderate ule ofJother 
Paſtimes, which I forbear to mention, 
but leave the conſideration of all ſuch 
Excefles to every Man's private Con- 
ſcience. 

To be moderate in Apparel and Dref- 
ſes; ſince Apparel and Garments were.the 
Effects of the Tranſgreſſion of our Firſt Pa- 
rents ; and therefore none of their Poſte- 
rity have any Reaſon to make uſe of them 
ſo extravagantly, as ſome Perſons of this 
laſt Age have done to that degree, that 
they have made themſelves ridiculous, in 
the Eyes of many ſober Beholders. 

The Pride and Vanity of the Daugh- 
ters of Sion, _ Ladies, were ſevere- 
ly reprehended in the time of the Pro- 
phet 1/aiab by God Almighty Himſelf, 3 
Iſai. 16, 17, 18, &c. Namely, their wal- 
king with ſtrerch'd-forth-Necks and wan- 
ton. Eyes, mincing as they wEnt; and pri- 
ding themſelves with the bravery of their 
tinkling Ornaments about their Feet : 
There was likewiſe particular Notice ta- 
ken of their Cauls and Round Tires, like 
the Moon ; of their Chains, Bracelets and 


* Mufflers ; their Bonnets, Head-bands and 


Orna- 
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Ornaments of their Legs ; «heir Tablets, 
Ear-Rings and Noſe-Jewels, their Man- 
tles, Wimples and Criſping-pins, together 
with their chghgeable Suits of Apparel. 
For all which Extrravagances and Exceſles, 
there were at the ſame time, threatned 
and denounced very ſevere Judgments, I 


pray God the Vanities of this\atter Age, | 


11ay not give as great offence.

It is no ſmall Truſt that Parents repoſe 
in Governours and Governeſles ; but more 
eſpecially in School-Maſters and Miſtreſ- | 
ſes, for the pious and virtuous Education | 
of the Youth of both Sexes ; which Truſt, F 
if it be faithfully and honeſtly perform'd, | 
is of unſpeakable Benefit and Uſe in a þ 
Common- wealth, and ſuch School-Maſfters | 
and Miſtreſles deſerve to be valued and re- | 
ſpeed according ro their Merits. | 
. On the other tide, if this Truſt be not 
rightly perform'd, bur negle&ed and abu- 
ſed, it 1s of pernicious conſequence, of 
which I my ſelf have ſeen ſome woful ef- 
fects, and have heard very bitter Com- 
plaints. 

It is, and has been a daily practiſe, in 
ſome Schools, by harſh and cruel Maſters, 
and by peeviſh, hard-hearted, and ill na- 
tur'd Miſtreiles, ro beat and bruiſe poor 
Childrens heads, as if their double- Fiſts 
were ſo many Mallats, their Scholars heads 
as ſo many Blocks, and they themſelves 
Hemp- 
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Hemp-beaters : And the truth is, Beating 
of Hemp would be a much ficter Employ- 
ment for the meaner ſort of thoſe unmer- 
ciful Wretches ; and it's great pnxy, that 
there are not very ſevere Laws made a- 
gainſt ſuch barbarous and inhumane Pra- 
Ctiſes ; which ſo manifeſtly obſtru& and 
hinder the Soul, ( whoſe principal ſear the 
head is) in ſending too and fro, and rightly 
making uſe of the Vital and Animal Spi- 
rits, for the due performance of their ſe- 
veral and reſpeCtive Operations, of which 
the natural conſequences are oftimes Deaf- 
neſs, Impoſthumes, and other dangerous 
Diſorders and Diſtempers. 

And God alone knows how many per- 
ſons there are, and have been in this ve- 
ry Kingdom, within the ſpace of forty or 
fifty Years, who promiſed Worders in 
their Childhood and Youth, and yet as 
they grew up to a riper and more marure 
Age, by reaſon of ſuch cruel Uſage, be- 
came melancholy and mopiſh, and ar laſt 
meer Sots, Dullards, and Dunces. 

Now, if Maſters and Miſtreſles are char- 
ged with ſo great Cruelty, for abuſing the 
Children of Strangers : What can be ſaid 
in the behalf of ſome Fathers and Mo- 
thers, who, as barbarouſly beat and bruiſe 
the heads of thoſe very Children who 
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came out of their own Loins, even in 
their render years; never conſidering how 
ſoftly our bleſſed Saviour laid his render 
hands upon young Childrens heads, when 
he took them up into his Arms, and bleſ- 
ſed them.

Blows, in their Fury and rage, to poor 
young Infants in their Cradles, and in 
ticir own Laps ; inſomuch thar thoſe in- 
nocent Babes dread as much the fierce 
Looks of thoſe Furies, as Men uſually dread 
the fight of Lions or Tigers : Not to 
mention ſome other Behaviour of ſome 
of thoſe Nurſes, after they have taken 
upon them ſo great a Charge, that many 


times proves the loſs of thoſe poor Infants: | 


Lives ; for all which they muſt undoub- 
redly one day Anſwer, it being a kind 
of Man-ſlaughter, and ſo near a-kin to 
Murder.

of heart,as unto Chriſt: Nor with Eye-ſer- 
vice, as Men pleaſers, but 2s the Servants 
cf Chriſt, doing the Will of God from the

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_ Lord, and not to Men, 6 Epheſ. 5,

Maſters are to be juſt and kind to their 
Servants, forbearing threatning, as know- 
ing that their Maſter alſo is in Hea- 
ven, 6. Epheſ. 9. And for that reaſon, they 
ought not to be as Lions in their Hou- 
ſes, nor Frantick among their Servants ; 
as the Son of Sirach witely adviſes, 4 Ec- 
cleſzaſticus. 3o. 

Foſhua's Declaration before all the Tribes 
of Iſrael at Shechem, is an excellent Preſi- 
dent for all Parents and Maſters of Fami- 
les, and plainly admonithes, and points 
out to them their Duties, viz. Chooſe you 
this day whom you will ſerve ; whether the 
Gods which your Fathers ſerved, that were 
on the other ſide of the Flood, or the Gods of 

* the Amorites, in whoſe Land ye dwell ; but 
as for me and my Houſe, we will ſerve the 
the Lord, 24 Joh. 15. 

All SubjeQs are commanded in the Ho- 
ly Scriptures, both to pray tor, and to 
yield due obedience to Kings, and all Su- 
preme Governours, as to God's Vice-Ge- 
rents: Foraſmuch as by Him King's Reign, 
and rhere is no Power but of God ; and 
cherefore whoeyer reliſterh thePower,reſt- 
ſteth the Ordinance of God. 13 Rom. 1, 2. 
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On the other ſide, Kings and Queens, 
Soveraign Princes and Princeſſes ( who re- 
ceive their Crowns and Scepters from the 
Hands of the great King of Kings, are to be 
conſidered as Nurſing-Fathers and Nur- 
ſing-Mothers to alt their Subje&ts ; bur 
more particularly to his own Church, 
where ever it is planted or eſtabliſhed 
within their reſpeCtive Realms and Domi- 
nions, according to thoſe Royal Preſidents 
of David, Hezekiah, Foſiab, and ſeveral 0- 
thers recorded in the Holy Scriptures. 

. It is both the Honour and Duty of Se- 
nators, Counſellors and Miniſters, who are 
in effe&t Pilots of thoſe great Ships cal- 
led Empires, Kingdoms, and Common- 
wealths, with their —_— Skill, Wiſdom, 
and Diligence, to harge the great 
Truſts that are repoſed in them, by their 
Soveraign Lords and Maſters 
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to keep the Helm of the Government ſted- 
dy; ro have a watchful Eye upon their 
Compaſs, and never to give DireCions 
for either Larhoard, Port, or Starboard, with 
an intention to ſteer a wrong Courſe, to 
gratify their ambitious Dcſires, or for any 
ether {nifter or Self-ends. 


Biſhops | 
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Biſhops have their reſo:Rive Dioceſks ; 
and inferior Paitors and Mlir:ifiers their 
particular Congregations, ard ought to 
act as good Shepherds, watching over and 
feeding the Flocis of Chriſt committed to 
their Charge. 

Judges and Magiſtrates are commanded 
by God, to hear the Cauſe of the Widow, 
and Fatherleſs, and to be no reſpeQors 
of Perſons. 

Lawyers, (both Civilians and others ) for 
the very ſame reaſon, are obliged co p'ad 
with zeal and diligence, for the Oppreſ- 
ſed againſt the Oppreflors, and not to ſpin 
or wire-draw jutt and orom Caules, 
while a Man might make ſeveral Voyages 
to and from the Egſt or Weſ-Indies, nor to 
ſuffer their Attogneys, Proctors, or Sollici- 
tors, to cut large Thongs out of their Cli- 
ents Hides. 

The proceedings of Phyſicians with 
their ſick Patients ( foraſmuch as the beſt 
of their Skill lies in a very narrow Com- 
paſs, by reaſon of the great variety of 
Conſtitutions, and the daily Mutations 
which happen in the ſame Human Bo- 
dies ) ought to be with grear caution, and 
very conſcientious, never throwing away 
Men's lives to make Experiments, or feed- 
ing them with vain hopes, when they 
| M 3 plainly 
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plainly ſee them drawing near to their 
laſt Agonies; or for greedy Lucre, to play 
with little Diſtempers, till they turn to 
remedileſs Diſeaſes. 

There is likewiſe a Conſcience to be u- 
ſed by Apothecaries, in preparing and ad- 
miniſtring their Doſes and Potions, the 
particulars whereof I leave to their own 
private reflections, 

Chyrurgions ought ro be very cautious 
how they dally with ſlight Sores, till they 
become incurable Wounds. 

God alone knows what ſome Shop- 
keepers have ro anſwer, for making falſe 
Proteſtations to put off their Wares to un- 
Skilful Buyers or Cuſtomers. 

Merchants and Trades-men, of all Pro- 
feſſions, are required and commanded by 
God himſclf, to be juſt and upright in all 
their Dealings, 2nd not to defraud, or go 
beyond their Brethren in Sales or Bar- 
gains, or in any wiſe to break their Co- 
venants for Gain and Advantage ; for 
which, they will do well to read what 
the aforeſaid Son of Sirach obſerves, 4 
Merchant ſhail hardly keep himſelf from doing 
Wrong ; and an Huckſter ſhall not be freed 
from Sin, 25 Eccleitaſticus.29 . 

The Rich and Mighty, are not to op- 


preſs the Poor and Needy, or to make 
uſe 
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uſe of their Labours, Skill, or particular 
Talents, withour giving them fiutficienr 
Recompences and Rewards ; as the cu- 
ſtom of ſome is, feeding them with fair 
Promiſes, and flattering Speeches, till 
they have obtained their own Erds and 
Purpoſes, and then taking no more notice 
of them, then if they had never known 
them ; which Behaviour of theirs, ( roge- 
ther with a friendly Caution to ſuch poor 
Men ) is not unaptly expreſled in the fo!- 


lowing Verſes,

Puniſhments, and were 
acceſlary ro their own cruel Deaths. Bur, 
' now, this refle&s more ſeverely upon our 

bleſſed Saviour, who gave his Diſciples 
their Commiſſions, Matth. 28. 19. Go yee + 
and teach all Nations, baptiz.ing them in the 
ow of the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
' Ghoſt. 

And which is yet more, it refle&ts upon 
God the Father, who ſent his Son into 
the World for that end and purpoſg; and 

N 3 alſo 
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alſo the Holy Spirit, which was ſent down 
from Heaven after our Saviour's Reſur- 
reCtion, to inſpire thoſe Apoſtles with 
diverſity of Tongues, and ſuch other mira- 
culous Gifts, as might rightly qualify them 
for the preaching the Goſpel throughour 
all the Nations of the World. 

So that this laſt Aſertion is, in effec, 
Blaſphemy againſt the Three Perſons of 
the ſacred Trinity. 

Our bleſked Saviour 10 Marth. 33. Says, 
Whoſoever ſhall deny me before Men, him will 
T alſo deny before my Father which is in Hea- 
ven: And in another place, By yeur Words 
you ſhall be juſtified, and by your Werds con- 
demned. So that, to deny Chriſt before 
Men, is our Saviour's ſenſe, in a Crime that 
excludes and ſhuts a Man out of Heaven. 
But this Author afirms poſitively, page 
271. That the denying of Chriſt before an Infi- 
del Prince, is not a Chriſtian's Af, but his S$o- 
meraign's At, and conſequently no Sin. And ſo 
- he plainly She the Son of God the Lye. 

Our bleſſed Saviour, when he fent our 
his Diſciples 10 Matth. 15. Tells them, 
That into whatſoever City they entred, and 
were not recerved, it ſhould be more tolerable 
for Sodom and Gomorrah, # rhe Day of 

ndgment, than for that City, That is to 
(ay, the refuſing to receive and hear the 
Ws Doctrine 
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Doftrine of Chriſt's Diſciples was a grea- 
ter Sin then that of Sedo. 

But this Author tells us, page 285. That 
thoſe who refuſed ſq to hear and receive them, 
did net Sin in fo doing. And here we fee 

eAg2in, the Arrogance and Impudence of 
the ſame Author, in giving the Lye to 
the Lord Feſus. 

Our Hebrew Maſters, do indeed, teach us 
ro read the Words and Sentences of part of the 
Scriptures; but this politick Pedagegue would

. Record moſt remarkable Inſtances of thoſe 
Miracles. 

In page 62, 63, and 64. this Author tells 
us, That Man, by Nature is in a State of War, 
every Man againſs every Man; ana every © 
Man has a right to every thing, over the Goods | 
and Body of his Neighbour: And yet in his 
next Chapter, ( which is not above eight 
pages further, he ſets down Ten Laws of 
Nature, which Laws of Nature are immuta- 
ble and eternal, and ſtamped upon Men's 

Souls, and every of them tends to Peace 
and Quictneſs, Love and Kindneſs, Grati- 
tude and doing to others, as we would be 
willing they ſhould do to ps; and theſe two 
Afertions, are as contrary oneto the other, 
as Light is to Darkneſs; however it is 
much more modeſt to give himſelf the 
Lye, then to give it ſo often, as he has 
done, to the Saviour of the World, and 
the ſecond Perſon of the Trinity. 

* In page 88. he acquaints us, That by 
the People aſſembled, are transferr'd all their 
= on him hom they choſe their Soveraign, 
which Soveraign can do no Injuſtice, though 
at his pleaſure, he take away any of their 
Lives: And yet page 152. he afone That

In page 285. and divers other places, 
he afhrms, That Chriſt's Kingdom net being 
of this World, he left the Jews to the Law of 
Moſes, and other Nations to their reſpefive 
Soweraigns; and yet page 106. he plainly 
affirms, 7h Chriſt ated in this World, as 
King of the Jews, and by his Soveraign Power 
and Authority, ſent two of his Diſciples to un- 
tie, and bring away the She-aſs, and her Colt, 
01 which he was to ride into Jeruſalem. 

' Page 62. He afhrms, That the Deſires and 
Paſſions of Man are no . Sin, though it be an 
abſolute Breach of the Tenth Command- 
ment. 

Our Saviour forbids ſwearing by Hea- 
ven, Earth, Jeruſalem, or a Man's own 
head, 5 Matth. 34, 35, 36. but this Author 
alerts, page 71. That ſuch kind of Oaths is 
no ſwearing, and ſo makes our Saviour guilty 
of Lying. 

Page 152. he fays, That every Man is ſup- 
poſed to know the Law of Nature, it being ſo 

pain ; and yer, pag. 141. he avers, _

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the Law of Nature is, of all Laws the moſt 
obſcure. | 


 Pag. 261. he ſays, Chrif*s death did not 
ſatisfy God's juſtice, and yet, pag. 356. he 


- acknowledges, That the Paſſion of Chriſt is 


a full Ranſom fer all manner of Sins. 

Pag. 272. he affirms, That there were no 
true Martyrs, but thoſe who converſed with 
our Saviour while he was here upon Earth ; 
and that he who is no Miniſter, can be no 


Martyr : Now if fo, all other Martyrs 


have thrown away their Lives, and were 
acceſlary to their own Deaths | 

Pag. 60. he ſays, That Contempt is the 
Immobility of the Heart : But this Cannot be, 
for when the Pulſe ceaſes to bear, the Man 
can no longer live; and conſequently, 
this Author, contemning all ſorts of Laws, 
Learning and Religion, could never have 
lived to finiſh his Leviathan. 

Our Saviour acknowledges, that if he 
had not done ſuch Miracles as no Man: 
elſe could do, the Scribes and Phariſees

Pag. 360. he ſays, That to pray to the 
King for fair Weather, is Idolatry : But if the 
King command a Man to do ſo, and he do it, 
it is no Idolatry.
